They do not understand 
the language and they do not get into 
the spirit of the work as the exper­ 
ienced track man born and raised in 
the states. 
In the winter time the 
Greeks are all right, because then 
there is little work and they are sharp 
enough to know that they must hustle. 
In the summer time if you offend one 
of them the bunch will quit at a mo­ 
ment’s notice or less.

dle them with gloves all the time. 
Greeks Get Better Pay 
“ At that the Greeks get more for 
their work than the 
men

states. The Illinois 
Central 
has a 
bunch of them, now. 
The company 
furnishes a car for them to live in and 
they get their coal from the railroad.

and 
fuel. 
Perhaps 
it's 
true that the natives of this country 
would not live as the Greeks live but 
at the same time the extras given the
